serve. The rapid decline of Jthe reserve, 
the speedy descent from more than 
8107,000,000 to a very little margin over 
the amount the reserve is required to 
be, has shown how easy a raid, even 
under the gu;.se of the ordinary course 
of business, can be conducted. 


Treasury officials are emphatic in 


their statements that this loss of gold 
is due to legitimate business and point 
to-.the character of the houses taking 
it out to show that it is not the result 
of speculation.

to our mnrrlagc wns well known, nnd 
Henry wns suspected also of having hnd 
an eye to his money. It was found, in- 
deed, that my father had more money 
thnn 1 hud known myself. 


Henry owned to having driven Into 


our yard that night, and to having missed 
the ribbon from his whip on his return; 
but one of the hostlers in the livery stable 
in Digby, where he kept bis horse and 
buggy, en mo forward nnd testified to 
finding the yellow ribbon in the carringe- 
room that Tuesday night before Henry 
returned from his drive. There were two 
yellow ribbons in evidence, therefore, 
iind the one produced by rho hostler 
seemed to St Henry's whipstock the more 
exactly.

How- 
ever, he was wary; he had a hiding-place 
which he had revealed to no one but my- 
self. He had a small stand in his room 
near the head of his bed.

Wednesday and the action which was 
taken in a more decisive way is be-

governor. Mr. Shilling, in his address 
at the meeting, said the governor 
would stand no more trifling and that 
if mob rule was not brought to a 
speedy end in Spring Valle}1 and the 
coal company permitted to resume 
operations and the Negroes guaran- 
teed their equal rights with the Ital- 
ians, the state troops would be ordered 
out at once. 


Late Thursday 
afternoon 
Mayor 


Delmargo, in view of the pressure be- 
ing brought to bear, issued a procla- 
mation announcing that the colored 
people, were about to return to the 
city, and that he called upon the peo- 
ple to protect every one in their rights 
regardless of race, color or creed. 


Wednesday night, after the mob of 


Italians prevented 
the 
notification 


committee from going to Seatouville 
as arranged at Wednesday's meeting, 
great apprehension was felt in the city 
lest fresh outbreaks would occur, and 
the mayor Thursday afternoon went 
round to the homes of the business 
men and others notifying them to ap- 
at the city hall at? o'clock for the pur- 
pose of organizing for the protection 
of the city. 


The mooting was well attended and 


fifty men were sworn in as special 
pol'ice. It was to arm these that the 
mayor wired the sheriff 
for rifles. 


Sheriff Clark, following the advice of 
prominent citizens of the county, will 
not permit the county rifles to be dis- 
tributed among citizens of Spring Val- 
ley, as tb.63' are believed to be under a 
state of Italian intimidation. 


Up to a late hour the situation is re- 


ported quiet at Spring Valley, and the 
conservative people of the city believe 
that the reign of mob law can now be 
effectively stopped if adequate means 
are now made for apprehending and 
speedily bringing to justice those who 
have been guilty of participating in 
mob violence.
